.The great olj0cts of a Spelling Book are 
to teach, — 

I. The nature alid powers of letters; — 
then? combinations ; — the formation of syl- 
lables and of words ; — and the orthography 
of the language according to the usage of 
the best writers. 

II. The orthoepy of the language according 
to standard usage, where it is spoken in the 
greatest purity. 

HI. A vocabulary of the language, suf- 
ficiently ample in its range for all the com- 
mon purposes of life, and initiatory also to 
the acquisition of a thorough knowledge of 
its elements and beauties. 



IT PREFACE. 

In addition to these primary objects of 
the book, it should be studiously adapted to 
form in the youthful mind an elevated 
standard of literary taste, by a happy selec- 
tion of reading lessons, maxims, and gems 
in literature. 

But, last and most important of all, its 
object should be, to imbue the youthful 
mind, in the earliest stages of its develop- 
ment, with the influences of moral and 
Christian truth. No other book but the 
Bible can be made so extensively instru- 
mental in laying the foundations of Christian 
morality and true piety. Whatever infor- 
mation on other subjects it may incidentally 
impart, should be made subservient to these 
great purposes, and all it contains should 
have a direct bearing on the future progress 
of education, and the formation of those 
intellectual and moral principles and habits 
which must be formed with unwearied care, 
in the heart of every child who is trained 
up in the way he should go. 

In the preparation of Spelling Books, very 
little system, and much less of truly philo-

sophical principles hare hitherto been ex- 
hibited. They generally contain miscella- 
neous collections of long and short words, 
arranged in columns, and interspersed with 
reading lessons and pictures, according to 
the taste of the author. Different kinds of 
books may, however, be clearly distinguished. 

1. The fli'st are those, where: there is 
obviously no attempt to classify or arrange 
words according to any system, the num- 
ber of letters or syllables in a wc^d, and the 
position of the accent, are the only guides 
to classification. 

2. The next class take one step in advance. 
They note the vowel sounds and 'group the 
words accordingly. 

8. The third class introduce a more mi- 
nute and particular notation of the sounds 
of consonants and vowels, in respect to 
character and quantity. 

It is evident that the classification of 
words in a vocabulary of the English Lan- 
guage, such as a Spelling Book should 
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contain, may be made on various principles. 
The only question is, which method will be 
most serviceable to the mind, in the: course 
of education and in future life. 

There are, it is said, in Walker's Dictionary, 
about 38,000 words, in Todd's Jotmsoil, 
58,000, and in Webster's Quarto, 70,000.^ If 
we omit obsolete words, and the thousands 
of the technical and scitotific, which the pro- 
gress of art and science has introduced 
during the last fifty years, and of which four 
thousand are found in Webster's work, 
there will remain some ten thousand woeds 
that form the staple of the langulage of com- 
mon life — such as appear in the ordinary 
Histories, Biographies, and works of general 
literature of our day. These, in their 
various derivative and composite forms; make 
up the bulk of our language, and ought to be 
included in the Spelling Book. 

In the preparation of this volume, a new 
analysis of the language has been made. 
The separate and distinct elements of the 
Teutonic stock, of the Latin, and the Greek, 
have been taken by themselves, and classed 
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in such a manner as that the pupil insensibly 
acquires a knowledge of the composite cha^ 
racter of the present Anglo-Saxon tongue. 
The diflforent parts of speech are also grouped 
together, go that while the foundation of cor- 
rect orthography and orthoepy is laid in the 
mind, there is also acquired, with no addi- 
tional effort, a knowledge of the first princi- 
ples of granmiar, of the original elements of 
the language, and of its peculiar structure, 
power, and beauty. 

It has been observed, that if we look 
back to the early history of the present 
Anglo-Saxon language, we see it approach- 
ing Great Britain and coming down to us in 
two great but unequal streams; one from 
the shores of the Baltic, passing along the 
countries of middle Europe; the other, 
leaving Greece, winding along the shores of 
the Mediterranean, and finally reaching us 
through France. 

And there is no possible way for the 
scholar really to appreciate the character and 
capacities of a language of such different and 
varied sources, without the aid of some such 
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analysis, that forcibly presents the truth as 
to its origin and progress. The present work, 
it is confidently believed, will be received as 
one of the auxiliaries, which are now every- 
where welcomed, in promoting the study of 
our own noble tongue.
